ONLY LIBR AR Y IN THE WAR . 


Iluw Good R »rki Savtd the Mnetceutli 
Ohio Eegimenl From Gambling lu ( amp. 
The only regiment in the service 
(luring the war that had a library 
was the Nineteenth Ohio infantry. 
Senator M nm hrsonof Nebraska,who 
commanded the regiment, has w rit­ 
ten to Milton S. L y tle of H unting­ 
don, Pa., a history of that unique 
literary collection. 
A volume be 
longing to this library fell into Mr. 
L y tle ’s hands during th»* Atlanta 
campaign of I >64. The books became 
scattered and, it is believed, lost, ex­ 
cept the one which Mr. Lytle rescued 
and preserved and brought home 
w ith him. 
This book is a copy of 
M ilton's poems and lias upon the in 
side of the cover a label which reads, 
“ Lib rary of the Nineteenth Ohio V. 
I., No. 26.” 
The following is Senator Mander- 
son’s letter giving the history of the 
lib rary: “ 1 never knew of any other 
regiment in the arm y that had an y­ 
thing that approached a library for 
the use of the men of tho command, 
and tho way the regimental library, 
so called, of the Nineteenth Ohio in ­ 
fantry came into existence was this: 
W hen 1 was in command of tho reg- 
iment, 1 found great difficulty in 
stopping gambling among the men, 
and no amount of punishment seem­ 
ed to bring about the result desired 
“ W o had an excellent chaplain, 
Jo h n B. ¡Smith, who came to me one 
day and said ho believed lie could 
help me break up gambling, and I 
asked him how. 
Ho said, ‘If I had 
a pair of horses or mules, a light 
wagon and a large tent and was per­ 
m itted to move ahead with the troops 
and not with 
the 
transportation 
train, and had the money to buy 
hooks, subscribe for periodicals and 
purchase sets of checkers and chess, 
I could move with it and have m y 
tent in position for the use of the 
men at their camping place. ’ 
“ I said to tho chaplain, ‘The idea 
is an excellent one, and I w ill mako 
application for tho use of a pair of 
mules, a light wagon and a large 
hospital tent for tho purpose named. ’ 
I made application; it was favora­ 
bly recto .

put up his tent, with conveniences 
for the men to write their letters, 
play chess, backgammon and check 
ers and read tin* periodicals and 
books that were carried along, which 
were also sometimes loaned to them 
to read in their tents. 
“ it was an admirable affair, and 
unquestionably the book that you 
found is one-of that library. 
W hat 
became of tho books finally I do not 
know. 
Being wounded on the 2d of 
September, 1*0-1, J lost all track of 
the matter, but I do know that the 
exigencies of the campaign had de­ 
prived us of tho use of the tent some 
timo before. “ — Now York World.

His Criiiioint Intent. 
N ew Y o r k, March 16.—Judgment has 
he. n reversed and a new tr.al ordered in 
the case of the people against Erastus 
Wiman 
The decision was handed down 
In the general term of the supreme court. 
This practically uflirms the position taken 
by Justice B.irrett in granting a certifi­ 
cate of reasonable doubt that Judge In ­ 
graham erred in refusing to charge the 
jury as to Wlm nn’s criminal Intent when 
hecommittci the forgeries for which ho 
was indi ted, anil of which in* was found 
guilty in tin* court of oyer and terminer.
